The work is being carried out under 
the personal supervision of the medi- 
eal officer for Westminster and Mr. 
Henry Boyer, the contractor. In all, 
some 15,000 people were buried in 


the cemetery. Up to the present about 


a thousand coffins have been removed, 


and they are being taken from the 
cemetery at the rate of several hun- 
dreds daily. The last recorded burial 
was in 1860. The inscription on some 
of the coffins date back 200 years. Be- 
low the space ubed as the hospital 
garden a miniature catacomb has 
been discovered. Here many vaults 
were erected, and as many as a dozen 
coffins were found enclosed in one.

It was 1 told you so” in Watts yes- 
terday. The “wets” triumphed in 
the suit brought by Fred W. Jackson 
against the city of Watts and the 
Board of Trustees, alleging miscon- 
duct on the part of the election of- 
ficers, illegal voting and the illegal 


counting of vates. 

When the oke of battle cleared 
away in Judge Wellborn’s courtroom, 
a recount of the ballots showed 5645 
for the “wets” and 631 for the “drys,” 
or a majority of fourteen. At the 
election the “wets” carried by 20. 
The court cast out thirty ballots, 
which had been disputed. Of this 
number eighteen were “wets” and 
twelve “drys.” Judge Wellborn stat- 
ed that there was no mathematical 
process by which these disputed bal- 
lots could change the result.

SENTENCED TO CHAIN GANG FOR 
SELLING MORPHINE TO A

For the first time in the police rec- 
ords of the State, a doctor was sen- 
tenced to serve ninety days in jail 
for having sold drugs to habitual 
users. The sentence was imposed

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California's Greatest Asset. 

HE assets of California are very 

varied and very great. Of them all, 

climate is the greatest, because many 
of the others depend upon the climate. As 
the first week of May closed the tempera- 
ture through the northern States of America 


ran along about 40 to 60 degrees, several 


places going below 40 for the minimum, 
three or four of them declining quite to the 
freezing point. In Los Angeles the mercury 
runs at from 55 to 65. Down in the Gulf 
States the winter tourists are being driven 
north from the excessive heat, and this has 
been going on since March. In California 
the first crop of strawberries has bloomed, 
matured, been marketed and is gone. The 
market now is pretty well supplied with 
cherries. There are some grapes and some 
fresh figs in the market. 
made their appearance, and melons will be 
abundant during the coming week. New 
potatoes are already an old story, and sel] 
six pounds for a quarter of a dollar. As 
paragus has been on the tables of the peo 
ple for two months past, and is still abun 
dant at 5 cents a pound and two pounds for 
15 cents. That surely is somewhat of 3 
record to the credit of the climate. 


Wonderful Imperial. 
HE United States for many years has 
enjoyed a more or less absolute mo- 
nopoly in furnishing the world with raw cot- 
ton. American cotton has been a source of 
immense revenue to the country, and has 
brought a marvelous amount of comfort to 
the human race. England used to spin and 
weave nearly all the cotton fabrics of the 
world, but with the application of electricity 
to produce circular motion, cotton factories 
have spread all through the world, increas- 


mim the demand for the raw fiber to such a 


degree that the price has doubled in the last 
quarter of a century. This has driven the 
principal cotton-spinning countries abroad 
over the world to discover land suitable for 
cotton culture, or rather soils under suitable 
climates. These researches have been only 
roderately successful, and America still 
commands the markets of the world for cot- 
ton. Lately we have a new cotton section 
added in our own country, and one of vast 
importance. It is known as Imperia! county, 
a political division recently erected in the 
State. This is attracting the attention of 
the whole world to such an extent that for- 
eign capitalists are looking for property in 
the Imperial Valley for the purpose of pro 
ducing cotton. The world’s output of cot- 
ton last year was about 17,000,000 bales, and 
the natural demand would absorb 0,000,000 
bales. However rapidly the crop increases, 
the price rises. And cotton is only one of 
many products that do better in the Im 
perial Valley than almost anywhere else. 


The meat supply of the world is as short as 


the cotton supply, and the Imperial Valley 
as attractive for the production of beef 
cattle as for its cotton. For this purpose 
again a great deal of foreign capital has 
beep attracted to the Imperial Valley.

The California Walnut Crop. 


NE of the most interesting crops of 

California is the walnuts, and it is one 
in which the State enjoys a practical 
monopoly, with very little competition 
from the rest of the world. Around Gren- 
oble, near the banks of the Rhone, south of 
Lyons, France, is the only notable com- 
petitor the State has in the production of 
this fruit. A small crop is produced just 
south of Naples in Italy, and Chile in South 
America furnishes a small quantity for the 
market. The California walnut groves are 
interesting from their beauty, about twenty- 
five trees stocking an acre and when full 
grown weaving a roof almost impenetrable 
to the sun's rays, of branches and leaves 
over every foot of the ground beneath. 
These orchards are also interesting in the 
comparatively smal) amount of care they 
require, about all the owner being called on 
to do being to plow the ground a couple of 
times during the winter or rainy season, 
run the cultivator over it a couple of times, 
irrigate it once or twice generally, and then 
gather the nuts in the fall of the year. 
They drop to the groynd themselves and 
are merely raked together and the hulls 
taken off. The crop is interesting to the 
world at large, for the tables of ‘he people 
depend for this fruit mostly on our trees.

Pacific Coast Salmon. 

N THE old days conservation of natural 

products was an unknown thing among 
mankind. The result was that among other 
things salmon, once as plentiful as herring 
in the seas around western Europe, or as 
codfish on the coast of Iceland, have almost 
disappeared from. those seas, and the 
world is now depending upon the Pacific 
Coast of North America for its supply of 


this king of all food fishes. It is said that 


25 cents’ worth of canned salmon contains 
as much nutriment as 72 cents’ worth of 
eges, 66 cents’ worth of steak, 64 cents’ 
worth ‘of mutton, 43 cents’ worth of chicken, 
26% cents’ worth of ham, taking average 
prices for all these kinds ot food. The pack 
of salmon on the Pacific Coast last year 
was 387,045,456 pounds, and the value was 
$38,563,891. Let us not follow the unwis- 
dom of our forefathers and permit this fish 
to become exterminated, as it surely will if 
laws are not made properly and enforced 
vigorously. The trouble is the salmon 
streams sometimes run between two States, 
and sometimes the shore line covers two 
nationalities.

T. WHITNEY, the highest point in the 

United States, is not an isolated moun- 
tain peak like Mt. Shasta or Mt. Rainier, but 
is the loftiest point in the great California 
crest or enormous saw-tooth ridge of the 
Sierra Nevada, including many eminences 
almost as high. Mt. Whitney is 14,501 feet 
above sea level. Among those of slightly 
lesser height.are Mt. Russell, less than a 
mile distant, 14,190 feet; Mt. Williamson, 
14,384 feet; Mt. Muir, 14,025 feet; Mt. Lang- 
ley, 14,042 feet; Mt. Barnard, 14,003 feet, and 
Mt. Tyndall, 14,025 feet. The most distant 
of these is less than six miles away from 
Mt. Whitney. 

By a strange freak of nature the lowest 
point of dry land in the United States is less 
than eighty miles from the highest. The 
lowest point is in Death Valley and is 276 
feet below sea level. It is said that from 
this point Mt. Whitney can be easily seen 
én a clear day.—([Geological Survey Bulle- 
tin.

The palace of Manco Capac must’ have 
been a magnificent home. Its garden cov-

Walking through the garden, which is now 
nned with eucalyptus trees and beautiful 
roses, I came to the ruins of the building 
itself.

Manco Capac’s palace and its 
grounds are now the property of Caesar 
Lomelini, a wealthy Italian merchant of 
Cuzco.

Leaving the palace and climbing up to the 
fort, I found an enormous structure sur- 
rounding many acres, and inclosing the 
whole top of the hill. The walls of the 
fortification are in terraces rising one over 
the other. They are made of enormous 
blocks of granite, some of which weigh 
many tons. There is no stone of the same 
nature nearby, and the stone must have 
and been brought from a great distance. No 
tee palace are stil] pre- one knows exactly where it came from nor 
how it was carried up this precipitous hill, 
which is almost a thousand feet from the 
plain. It is supposed that roads were made 
for the purpose and that hundreds of men 
had to work together to move a single stone. 
The fort was built long before the time of 
Columbus, and some of its walls are in per- 
fect condition today. Each section of the 
wall has its hole for drainage, and the whole 
structure is almost as smoothly cut as the 
palaces. I measured some stones which 
were fifteen feet tall and, riding on horse- 
back close to the wall beside one great 
block, I stood up in my stirrups and tried to 
reach to its top. The distance from my 
hand to the ground was only Half the way 
up. That stone, I venture, weighed 100 tons.

From these fortifications I rode over the 
hills and plains in the rear. They are cov- 
ered with the remains ot the Incas. Much 
of the rock consists of mighty boulders, 
some as big as a haystack, which the Incas 
had cut into all sorts of shapes. One is sup- 
posed to have been the scene of an open-air 
‘court, and is known as the Inca throne. 
The original granite has been cut in ledges 
or steps rising to a low table or bed, upon 
which the Inca is supposed to have lain 
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it were, in a knot. The torture was such

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Gapeworm 


By Michael K. Boyer. 
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Insignificant Worm. 


IN THE THROATS OF CHICKS rr * 


HAS CAUSED VAST LOSSES. 

[The gapeworm has cost hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to poultry raisers. Strange 
to say, it does not seem to thrive in dry, 
sandy soil sections, but works ravages in 
heavy soil localities. 

Its history has been a puzzle to poultry- 
men, but scientific experiments have re- 
sulted in the discovery of effective treat- 
ments as briefly described herewith,

Ject of the illustration this week.] 


HE gapeworm is seldom, if ever, trou- 
blesome in a sandy-soil country. 
have kept poultry in South Jersey for 

twenty-seven years, and in all that time 

never heard of a gapeworm existing in this 
locality, a fact that convinces me that it 
thrives only in heavy-soil sections of the 
country. 

This aMliction shows itself, generally, in 
chicks between the ages of six to eight 


months old. It is due to small, thread-like 
worms in the windpipe. The symptoms are 
gasping, with the mouth wide open. Bome- 
times the chick, in its strangling, runs back- 
ward, sneezes, has great difficulty in swal- 
lowing, becomes emaciated, and finally dies. 

It is claimed that the disease was discov- 
ered about 1799 by a Dr. Wiesenthal, at Bal- 
timore, Md., when it particularly afflicted 
turkeys. In 1806 to 1809 it became epidemic 


more years the disease has been very preva- 
lent in England, where half a million chick- 
ens are destroyed annually. France, too, 
suffers serious loss each year, where the dis- 


Group 3, twenty-five chickens, fed worms

These chickens were under a test of twen- | 


tyone days’ duration. Those that became 
affected developed the condition within four 
days after eating the unwashed worms, and 
within six days after eating the washed 
worms. 

This would indicate that there is a certain 
amount of slime on the worm’s body, and 
this contains parasites common to the worm. 
In the act of the chicken swallowing, certain 
portions work down the windpipe, making 
their home there. 


Test With Fifty Chickens. 


Another experiment made by Dr. Gardner 
was with fifty chickens he had in a special 
run. These were fed for nineteen days with 
one pound and seven ounces of worma, 
washed clean, and thoroughly ‘sterilized. in 


a bichloride of mercury (1 in 1000 and 2 in 


1000) solution, with the result of no gapes. 


Now from the fact that earthworms live 


and thrive in South Jersey, and also the fact 


that chicks in that locality are not afflicted 
with the gapes, one might be led to the con- 
that the sandy soil acts as a cleanser 
body of the earthworm, acting on the 
principle as did Dr. Gardner’s washed 
There is no doubt about the earth- 
worm being the factor, and neither can ‘it

be disputed that polluted soil coats the 
worm with filth. 

Time and again | experimented by feeding 
earthworms to my chicks in South Jersey, 
but was unable to produce a single case of 
gapes. I can assign no other reason than 
that the germ of this disease is gathered 
and carried by the earthworm, and that, 
owing to the clean soil of a sandy country, 
the filth does not adhere to the worm 
the case in a heavy-soil section.

Found in Windpipes. 

A post-mortem will find the gapeworms. 
adhering to the windpipe. They are small. 
round, red worms, usually attached to each 
other and to the membrane in pairs (male 
and female,) having the appearance of a 
double-headed worm. The male is about 
ef inch tong, while the Somele, 
will measure half inch. 

In 1855 Dr. H. D. Walker of the United 
States Agricultural Department, discovered 
that if the newly-hatched embryos were in 
troduced into a chick, in eight days there 
were to be found in the windpipe full-grown 
worms. The eggs require a temperature 
above freezing, as they are killed at 30 de 
grees.

in May. Wet weather hastens the ravages 
of this disease. It is more or less prevalent 
in heavy solls which is evidently conclusive 
evidence that the disease owes its origin to 
a polluted soil. 5 

In 1905 Dr. E. Gardner, who spent several 
years in à close study of the gape question, 
reported that it first occurred to him that

Strange Race of Giants. 

[London Chronicle:] Some interesting 
facts about a strange race of giants in the 
Seudan are given by the Rev. C. Lea-Wil- 


son, who has carrying on missionary 
work in a district of the White Nile, a 
thousand miles sovth of Khartoum. 

“It was only at the beginning of last year 
that a first attempt was made to penetrate 
to the west of the river into the Bahr-el- 
Ghazel. We traveled here for about 200 
miles, and fixed on a large clearing in the 
forest for our station. In the neighborhood 
are about 8000 people; Known as Jieng, who 
are among the tallest tribes in thé world. 
They are jet black, typical negroes, and do 
not practise either cannibalism or human 
sacrifice. They have admirable qualities, 
and I have never seen among them a case 
of cruelty. to women or children. | 

“They have many curious habits. For 
some reason, apparently unknown even to 
themselves, all adults have six of their 
lower teeth removed. This does not add to 
their personal charm, but they are great 
dandies. They employ a kind of native 
toothbrush wich which they clean their 
teeth by means of wood ash. They take 
great pride and devote much time to the 
dre.sing ‘of their hair, powder their faces 
and wear ostrich feathers. 

“They have a hgbit when at of stand- 
ing on one eat tie storks. ey believe 
in a Supreme Being to whom they sacrifice 
through their chiefs or witch doctors. Just 
before I left they made great preparations 
for a rain sacrifice, but the rain came the 
same afternoon before the sacrifice was of- 
fered.” 

Mr. Lea- Wilson states that the surround- 
ing country is like a szoological garden. 
Elephants, giraffes, rhinos, buffaloes, 
hippos, lions and leopards abound. 

The Jieng people are remarkably brave 


spears alone. This means that the first 
men attacking the animal are killed to a 
certainty before their companions are en- 
abled to rush in and dispatch the wounded 
animal. 

They also hunt elephants in the very 
primitive and dangerous fashion of drop- 
ping weighted spears upon the elephant 
from branches of trees. These spears re- 
main fixed, and the elephant exists for 
days, until it is exhausted by the increasing 
nuniber of spears which are embedded in 
its hide. The country is full of ivory, large 
quantities of which are hidden or buried 
and will probably never be found. 

In one little village the people killed fif- 
teen hippos in three days simply by throw- 
ing spears at the huge creatures from frail 
dugout canoes.

Point, came west to see about the unfor- 
tunate man's money. Eastman was brought 
before a meeting of the Bar Association 
which was held in the Temple Block: 1 
acted as.secretary. Eastman presented a 
pitiable spectacle. He seemed dazed, and 
as if he scarcely comprehended the situa- 
tion. His condition simulated imbecility. 
Finally it was dragged out of him that he 
had placed the money in charge of his wife, 
and she had hidden it behind a picture in 
their home, whence it had disappeared. As 
his wife had left him about this time it was 
presumed that she took the money.

“The first money I ever made was as ref- 
eree in the settlement of a large land hold- 
ing. Always three reterees were appointed, 
together with a surveyor to make a map, 
set stakes; etc. Each one received $5 a 
day. In this connection I met Bill Reynolds. 
His swarthy skin bespoke a racial mixture. 
He claimed tha* his father had been a Brit- 
ish officer in India, and his mother an In- 
dian. He was an accomplished and efficient 
surveyor and engineer, and knew how to 
string out the days in prolongation of his 
work. 


“Reynolds was fond of the good things, 
and liked his little drink. He liked, too, to 
spend money freely—it did not matter 
whether it was your money or his own. He 
borrowed $2.50 of me one day, then took me 
across the street, and insisted upon spend- 
ing most of it on me. He was constantly 
borrowing sums ranging from $1 to $20, and 
he never offered to pay back. Of course 
none of us fellows grudged him. ‘You 
needn't worry about that money, my boy,’ 
% would say to me; ‘I have it all down in 
my little book, and at the end of the year 
I always transfer it to the new book. Come 
and have a drink.’. . 

“Reynolds was great story teller. With 
the boys gathered about him, if any one 
dared to laugh at his Munchausen tales, he 
was ready to fight.. But he told me the rea- 
son he liked me was that I was the only 
one who didn’t swallow his stories. 


“One of the very best of lawyers, the best 
of judges, and the best of men the Lord 
ever made was Henry Martyn Smith. He 
had been captain in the Confederate army. 
At four different times he.was my law part- 
ner. There was a real estate man here 
whose name was identical with that of my 
partner® excepting that the second name was 
Martin instead of Martyn. In 1870 Henry 
Martyn Smith wes appointed notary public. 
By mistake Wells, Fargo & Company de- 
livered the commission to the real estate 
Smith, who cheekily appropriated the ap- 
pointment. Smith, the lawyer, brought suit 
for replevin. It was one of the very few 
instances I have known uit for replevin to 
be brought in such a matter. Of course 
Lawyer Smith won his case. 


“Ygnacio Sepulveda was elected County 
Judge in 1870, and served until the end of 
1873. He was District Judge in 1874-1879. 
In January, 1880, the Superior Court was 
substituted for the County and District 
Courts. Henry M. Smith was appointed to 
succeed Sepulveda, serving for two years. 
Nominated for the third term, he was de- 
feated by the Democrats. Judge Smith was 
a tender-hearted man. But sometimes the 
attorney for the defense would reckon with- 
out his host on this quality in the judge. 
Col. Godfrey was retained by the big, power- 
ful blacksmith, Lenox, who having become 
offended at some remark passed by a little 
man standing near, chased him for a quar- 
ter of a mile, and then beat him to death. 
Godfrey was afraid of a jury, and took the 
case before Judge Smith for a decision. To 
Godfrey's surprise, the judge pronounced it 
murder in the first degree, and gave the 
death sentence. Gov. George Stone com- 
muted the sentence to lite,“ and at the end 
of four years pardoned the criminal.

Men in good general health, whose bowels 
are in normal condition, present small 
chance for the ledgment of typhoid germs. 
In fact, it has long been recognized that, 
about the best preventive is for every per- 
son to keep his bowels open. In times of 
the scourge, those. who have paid particular 
attention to their bowels have passed 
through without any evidence of the fever. 
It is an important consideration whether the 
use of the serum is not calculated to affect 
future health conditions, particularly tuber- 
culosis. Maj. Russell denies that there has 
been any evidence of increased tuberculous 
conditions among the men in the army, in 
fact; he claims that the case rate for tuber- 
culosis of all kinds shows a decrease from 
4.51 per thousand for the decennia) period 
ending 1911, to 3.49 for the year 1912, a de- 
crease of 22 per cent.

The 
advantage claimed for the new anesthetic is 
that heart failure never occurs when it is 
properly used, while a majority of the deaths 
trom chloroform are due to heart failure. 
When the breathing stops, as it frequently 
does, during the administration of an inhaled 
anesthetic, it can usually be started again 
by artificial respiration, provided always 
that the heart is still beating. The assur- 
ance, therefore, that in cases of an over- 
dose of this anesthetic the breathing would 
be affected before the heart, will be of im- 
mense comfort to surgeons and anesthetists. 
“Another advantage is that the choking 
sensation experienced with ether and chlo- 
roform is not present. Moreover, after ure- 
thane there is no sickness, and thus the

Men and women are too 
busy to think of themselves in the daytime, 
and in consequence their cold vanishes: but 
directly their mind is unoccupied and they 
begin to consider themselves again, they 
remember the cold, and by mental sugges- 
tion bring it on once more.“
